You remember, fellow citizens, that the main stay 
of President Tyler's reasons for his yeto of the first 
Tariff Bull was, that it connected together two different 
subjects ; and you have not forgotten the display of ar- 
gument by which he proved how unconstitutional and 
how inadmissible it was that Congress should send to 
him, for his approval and signature, a bill embracing 
two different subjects. Can you discover any congra- 
ity, not to say any identity of subject, between appro- 
priations to defray the expenses of a Treaty with the 
W yandot Indians, and for defraying the expenses of 
Yet President Tyler approved 
and signed the bill, without even depositing in the 
Department of State his reasons against it. But the 
second tack to the Wyandot Treaty appropriation bill 
was a sum of six thousand dollars, if so much should 
be needed, to defray the expenses of the Legation of 
the United States in Mexico, in maintaining, support- 
ing, and sending home, the citizens of the United 
States, taken prisoners in agressive war against Mex- 
ico, under Texan colors,in a trading expedition to 
take possession of Santa Fe. Impartial neutrality! 
magnanimous justice to Mexico! 

This appropriation of six thousand dollars, lawless 
in every sense of the werd, of your money, my con- 
stituents, yes, of the hard earnings of your industry by 
the sweat of your brows, was introduced into the 
Wyandot Treaty bill, by a Senator from South Caroli- 
na, one of the field marshals of nullification from its 
first outbreak ; one of the sturdiest champions for the 
exclusion of your interests from the National protec- 
tion, and one ofihe most eloquent of the land-robbing, 
debt-paying Anglo-Saxon race, scorching with thirst 
for the annexation of Texas to this Union, to rivet 
forever the chains of slavery, and to bind them on you 
and your posterity forever. It was introduced without 
law, without estimates from any department, without 
color of claim from any pretence of authority for the 
expenditure. Yet the Senate adopted it in silent ac- 
quiescence. The bill was sent to the House on the 
day before the close of the session. ‘The Honse at 
once struck this item of appropriation out of the Bill, 
and the Senate concurred in the exclusion. You 
think your money and that of your country ts rescued 
from the hand of the spoiler? Not at all. In the last 
hour of the session the same Senator from South Car- 
olina offers a joint resolution of the two Houses, mak- 
ing the same appropriation of six thousand dollars, 
which, but the day before, bad been excluded from 
the Wyandot Treaty Bill. It slipped through the

drawing ofany money from the Treasury, unless spon 
appropriations made by law—and it prescribes the en- 
actment of Laws, exclusively by Bill, and not by joint 
resolution. Never before had money been drawn from 
the Treasury by joint resolution, except it were mon- 
ey previously authorized to be drawn by law. The 
disunction had been scrupulously adhered to from the 
firstorganization of the Government, antil that day. 
When the resolution came to the House they were in 
impatient confusion, waiting for the moment of ad- 
‘The imstant the resolution was read, the 
previous question was moved on its passing to a second 
reading, I instantly objected that no money could be 
drawn from the Treasury, on such a resolution; 
without any allemptto answer me, a bare majority of 
a doubtful quorum sustained the previous question, 
and passed the resolution to the second seading. 
There is a rule of the House, that every appropriation 
of money shall be first consideration in commitiee of 
the whole House. 1 appealed to that rule, and was 
told it was too late. The previous question was again 
moved and sustained, and again at the third reading ; 
the resolution was thus driven through, and that same 
hour was approved and signed by the President, and 
the only barrier in the forms of the Constitution against 
the most reckless and prefligate squandering of the 
people's money is, I fear, broken down forever. A 
more fatally contagious example of embezzlement of 
the public moneys could not, indeed, have been given. 
I remonstrated, after the close of the session, against 
the drawing of any money from the Treasury under 
this resolution, at both the Departments of State and of 
the Treasury; witlf no better success than I had in 
the Horse. - 

Fellow Citizens,—You can have bot a faint and im- 
perfect conception of the character of this transaction, 
without recollecting the object of this prostration of 
constitution, laws, rules for conducting business in the 
Houses of Congress, and every bolt and bar protective 
of your public Treasury. It was the dismemberment 
of Mexico, and the annexation of an immense portion 
of its territory to the slave representation of this U- 
nion. Ask yourselves if the internal evidence ts rot 
iresistible, that the expedition against Santa Fe was 
planned within your boundaries, and committed to the 
execution of your citizens, under the shelter of Texan 
banners and commissions. 

Let me advert again to the important disclosure in 
ihe letter of Mr. Appleton to his constituents, from 
which I have taken the liberty of reading to you an 
extract. Nullification was generated in the hot-bed 
of slavery. It drew its first breath in the land, where 
the meaning of the word democracy is that a majori- 
ty of the people are the goods and chattels of the mi- 
That more than one half of the peopfe, are 
not men, women and children, but things to be treat- 
ed by their owners, Soy pxactly like dogs and horses, 
but like tables, chairsaemd jornt-stools. That they 
are not even fixtures to the soil, as in countries where 
servitude is divested of its most hideous features; not 
even beings in the mitigated degradation from human- 
ity of beasts, or birds, or creeping things ; but desti- 
tute not only of the sensibilities of our own race of 
men, but of the sensations of all animated pature. 
Thatis the native land of nullification, ard itisa 
theory of Coustitutional law, werthy of its origin. 
Democracy, pure democracy, has at least its founda- 
tion in a generous theory of human rights. It is 
founded on the natural equality of mankind. It is 
the corner stone of the Christian retigion. It is the 


| first element of all lawful government upon earth. 


Democracy is self-government of the community, by 
the conjoint wiil of the majority of numbers. What 
communion, what affinity can there be between that 
principle and nullification which is the despotism ofa 
corporation,—-unlimited, unrestrained, sorereign pow- 
er? Never, never was amalgamation so preposterous 
and absurd, as that of nullification and democracy. 

I need not tell you, fellow citizens, that nullifica- 
tion was no part of the political system of Andrew 
Jackson. It bad been born and bred in South Caroli- 
na, during the term of his immediate predecessor ; 
reared as a giant to demolish the protective and in- 
ternal improvement policy, introduced, fostered and 
promoted by none more than South Carolina herself, 
but which by experience was found to favor more the

of a judicious taritf-—of a cational bank—of internal 
improvement, and/of free domestic industry ; but with 
the dream of dismembering Mexico, and of restoring 
slavery to Texas, and of surrounding the South with 
a girdie of slave States, to eternize the blessings of the 
peculiar institutions, and spread them like a garment 
of praise over the whole North American Union.

The way this master stroke of finan- 
cial skill was performed, we will endeavor to relate 
in as few words as possible, and as we understand the 
admission of an avowed stockholder.

payment of assessments was divested of all efficacy, 
under color of whieh the Directors represented the 
assessments required by the act making the loan as 
already paid, by means of which they obtained the 
script ata time when they were not justly entitled

And this is not all, for we perceive an acknowl- 
edgemeot of seventy-six thousand eight hundred six- 
ty-eight dollars and five cents, due to the sinking 
fund, still in the hands of the Directors, and not 
paid over as it should bave been. 

Here, then, we set out two distinct branches of 
good faith, on the strongest probability which cir- 
cumstanual evidence can prove, and we venture the 
prediction that the Directors will not hazard a specific 
If they do, let them have full credit, 
and our expose pass for manifest error.

And here again, as before, we discover a balance due 
to the sinking fund, amounting to eighty-six thousand 
three hundred twenty-eight dollars and twenty-six 
cents. Verily, the corporation parted with its cash 
funds with great reluctance, and no farther than was 
absolutely necessary. ‘The merality of thus withhold- 
ing a pledged fund may well be questioned, but let)

We are not left to bare surmise to account for the fore- | 
going peculiar items in the reports, for on page sixteen | 
of Senate documents, No. 6, for 1840, we have a_prac- | 
tical confession so disguised however by a choice col-| 
lection of words that it requires a close analysis to elim- | 
inate the facts. The payment of part of the four as- | 
sessments is distinctly admitted to have been by notes 
and not by cash. As an offset, however, it is proper | 
to remark that this admission came some two years 
after the State script had been obtained. | 

This Senate document, No. 26, for 1841, also shows 
us that the original defalcation of the assessment ac- 
count had not been made good down to 1541, for we 
find, under the head of expenditures, and as part of the 
balance of funds on hand :

A sum nearly equal to two entire assessments. We 
may also observe that partof this sum is credited to a 
new account, called deferred account, which is evi- | 
dently the same, and would have been more aptly ex- 
pressed by suspense account, which means doubtful or 
bad. 

And yet again we learn that seventy-eight thousand 
five hundred ninety-four dollars and seventy cents, due 
to sinking fund, was not paid over, or in othe: words a 
permanent loan of seventy to eighty thousand dollars, 
from the sinking fund, has been absorbed without au- 
thority, without intent, and without security for its ul- | 
iimate re-payment. 

If the foregoing exposition of the acts and doings of | 
the Western Rail Road Corporation ts well founded, it} 
is manifest that two million one hundred thousard dol- | 
fars of State script has been issued without the security | 
intended by the acts making the grants, and it is equat- | 
Jy evident that the sinking fund is minus at least sev- 
enty-eight thousand five hundred ninety-four dollars 
and seventy cents, and how much more we know not. 
‘Who are the authors of this abstraction of securities 
for the State loans has already been indicated—who 
das permitted the defaleation to continue from year to 
year remains to be exposed, namely, the whig govern- , 
ment of the State. 

Suspecting the integrity of the Western Rail Road 
management, our able Representative from Quincy, 
aiuring the session of 1530, and before the loan of that 
year had been granted, introduced an order directing 
the Committee on Rail Roads and Canals to enquire 
into and report to the Legislature concerning certain 
matters therein named, among which was the pretend- 
ed joan of one hundred sixty-one thousand one bun- 
dred fifty-eight dollars and eleven cents. That Com- 
mittee (a majority of whom were whigs) never report- 
ed. Had the committee done its dutv they would 
have detected the impositions practiced on the State in 
the matter of the previous loan, in which case it is 
hardly possible that the subsequent grants could have 
‘been passed—certainly not without additional securi- 
ties and a more rigid supervision in the appropriation. 

It may, perhaps, surprise the good people of the Com- 
monwealth—the unsophisticated farmers, mechanics 
and laborers—to be informed that politicians by trade 
do not consider themselves bound to know or to act on 
any information which does not come before them in 
their aggregate capacity by the finding of a committee. 
Thus, the President ef the Senate, bound by his official 
oath to defend and protect the Cou:monuwealth, felt 
himself under no obligation to reveal the mal!practices 
ofthe Western Rai! Road Corporation, affecting the 
inierest, the honor, credit and securitv of the State, 
which came to his knowledge while acting in his ca- 
pacity of Treasurer, and receiving fifteen hundred dol- 
fars per annum for doing this work, and possibly for 
keeping their secrets “* No man can serve two mas- 
ters’ af the same time ; and if the attempt be made 
the fraiities of human nature wil! surely enure to the 
advantage of the best paymasters. 

But there is great danger bevond that arising from 
the introduction of the paid agents of the Western 
Rail Road to seats in the Legisiature. The aristocracy 
of wealth, talent aud assumed respectability is all-pow- 
erful, and pervades with is demoralizing, but silent, 
influence, ull parts of the State. An understood prin- 
ciple of action animates this class, with more than re- 
ligious devotion, to advance and support each other's 
interest in all instances where the separate interest of 
the members are not crossed thereby, without the 
slightest regard to the rules of justice, or the interest of 
the masses of the so-called common herd. Thus, for 
example, ifa mechanic dares to contend at law for a 
just debt with one of ihe aristocracy, he is silently as- 
tracised though the whole class within the circle in 
which he moves. Whatever his talents and skill in 
his profession, it is unavailing—his occupation vanishes 
without any sensible cause, and he sinks the victim of 
an assassin, without being able to recognize the hand 
which gives the blow. Many there are who know this 
but forbear to complain from prudential motives, and 
more suffer the evil without suspecting the cause. 
Sach is the true character of aristocracy in general, to 
which the aristocracy connected with the Western 
Rai! Road forms no part. 

‘On the other hand, the numerous departments of the | 
aristocracy infuse their wishes among the body of the 
people by ciew but sure degrees, until their slightest 
intimation is obeyed as an oracle of truth. By such 
means, when they have any especial work to perform, 
they single out the proper candidates for seuts in the | 
Legislature, and generally manage to make the people | 
believe the election is a spontanevus, unbiased act of | 
their own. Party discipline is the grand efficient agent 
dy which they effect their object. For,the ulsimate di- 
rection of party organization resides with the aristoc- | 
acy, and all its movements are directed by them, and | 
for the advancement of their peculiar interests. They 
industriously generate and ferment dissentions among | 
the common people, on abstract questions of political 
economy, as a shrowd to conceal the private objects, 
at which they aim. A single case, among many which | 
‘might be instanced, will be a sufficient ilustration. 

For many years, protection to domestic industry has | 
been one of the watchwords of the whig party, which, | 
‘when diverted of its inactive appendages, means pro-| 
tection to the capital of the whig aristocracy. On the} 
the strength of their profession in favor of general | 


protection, they at last obtained the ascendency in the! 


Why, the State tariff exhibits ample protection to the| 
fabric—ample protection for every thing in which cap- | 
ital is chiefly interested—but not an iota of protection | 
ao the hundred thousands of operatives by whose sweat 
and toil the capital is made productive. ‘True, they 
are flattered with imaginary incidental pretection; but 
a more Ipable delusion never marked the claims of 
any people on the face of the earth. The six hundred 
thousand laborers annually imported, coaxed and stim- 
ulated to emigrate fiom Europe, are sufficient to neu- 
aralize and make inefficacious even a prohibitory tariff; 
and none know this better than the pretended advo- 
cates and pillars of protection. ‘The consequence is 
what they foresaw—enormous profits to capital, and 
debilnating toi! for a scanty subsistence, to those who 
perform the labor. Farmers, mechanics and laborers, 
you who are in reality the bone and muscle of the 
State, trust your hypocritical leaders no longer, or, at 
deast, dispense with their seductive eloquence and abso- 
lute dictation, until they give to you the same equal 
measure of protection which they have secured to their 


money. To ask for more, would be superfluous—to | jand. 


‘be content with fess, would be to acknowledge money 


Bank, which, for a consideration, bolsters up the credit 
of every rotten shaving-mill within a radius of three 
hundred miles, so long as they are secured from loss ; 
and when that fails or is withdrawn, without previous 
notice, abandons the insolvent banks and the credu- 
lous people who have received the paper of those in- 
solvent, on the the faith of the Suffulk, to their fate— 
the onetoa division ofthe spoils and the other to a 
general partnership of loss. We might go on and fill 
a ponderous volume with description of the hydra-head- 
ed monster, aristocracy, but-we forbear, well-knowing 
that the united strength of the people is barely suffi- 
crent to combat one head ata time; and that to engage 
all at once is but to ensure defeat.

Resolved—'That we, the undersigned, regard the in- 
stitutions of the christian ministry as one of the most es- 
sential and indisputable elements of human society ; 
and that we hold it to be a sacred and imperative duty 
to contribute, cheerfully and liberally, according to 
our means, to the support of such ministry. 

Resolved—T hat, in our opinion, it is a dereliction of 
duty—in derogation of the dignity of his office—when 
the pastor of a christian church wilfully involves him- 
self in popular and temporal controversy, concerning 
the business occupation of his neighbors, or on ques- 
tions of political expediency, and thereby diverts his 
attention from the spiritual edification of his people. 

Resolved—That the christian Pastor ma'y not right- 
fully engage in an acrimonious newspaper controver- 
sy, and through the columns of such newspaper villi- 
fy any member of his Society or any fellow being, by 
applying to him contemptaous epithets, scandalous 
nicknames, and casting imputations on his character 
as aman, citizen, or christian, simply because such 
individual differs in opinion from the Pastor.

The great convenience to the South of the nul- 
lification doctrine is, that it accommodates it- 
self to every exercise of power by Congress, 
| which interferes directly or indirectly with the 
, black code. When the abolition petitions be- 
|gan to multiply, some forty bale theorist made 
ithe discovery that Congress, with express pow- 
er to exercise exclusive legislation in all cases 
whatever over the District, had yet no power to 
abolish slavery ; and having no such power, the 
people had no right to petition Congress for 
anything which Congress bad no power to 
grant; and se conclusive was this logic south 
of Mason and Dixon's line, that when Mr. Van 
Buren, asa Northern man with Southern prin- 
ciples, became a candidate for the succession to 
the Presidency, he was specially catechised for 
his opinion upon this point, and he answered 
the inquiry by a compromise. He thought it 
not quite safe to deny the power of Congress, 
but he held that the exercise of the power was 
as much interdicted as if it did not exist—and 
he faithfully promised a veto, if, while he should 
be President, majorities of both Houses of Con- 
gress should pass anabolition act. On the faith of 
this and other acclimated pledges, Mr. Van Baren 
was elected by Southern votes; and with the 
auxiliary force of the Northern Democracy, the 
Southern sectional policy became the supreme 
law of the land. ‘The right of petition was 
suppressed—internal improvement was arrest- 
ed—the manufacturing interested was  out- 
lawed—the public lands were devoted to devas- 
tation and waste—and States, stimulated 
by floods of spurious currency to incur burden- 
for their own improvements, are 
stripped of the funds from which they had a 
right to expect the means of making their pay- 
ments, and are driven to the desperate resource 
of repudiation. 

It is then the sectional division of parties, or 
in other words the conflict between freedom 
and slavery, which constitutes the axle round 
which the administration of your National Gov- 
ernment revolves. All its measures of foreign 
and domestic policy, are but radiations from 
thatcentre. John Tyler isa Virginian slave- 
holder. Ajl the affections of his soul are bound 
up in the system of supporting, spreading, and 
perpetuating the peculiar institations of the 
South. The political division of parties with 
him, and with all Southern statesmen of his 
stamp, is a mere instrument of power, to pur- 
chase auxiliary support to the cause of slavery, 
even from the freemen of the North.

The greatest gooa of the great- 
est number-—and the greatest number the prop- 
erly of the smallest! A Government of major- 
ities—and a majoity the chattels of the minor- 
ity! .Is not the brand of doudble-dealer stamp- 
ed on the forehead of every democratic slave- 
holder? Are not fraud and hypocrisy the reli- 
gion of the man who calls bimself a democrat, 
and holds his fellow man in bondage ?

Yet so it is—that John Tyler who stole into 
the camp of the whigs in 1840, in their

with the public money, and all the hungry and 
unprincipled office-hunters throughout the 
Union, to rat/ing against Congress, the real 
legislative power, for failing to restore the pub- 
lic prosperity, while be defeats by hts retoes 
almost every salutary measure devised and 
matured by them, and believed by them to be 
indispensable for the purpose—turns out of 
the Executive offices under his control, bonest 
and honorable men. true republicans and ardent 
patriots, like Jonathan Roberts, and foists into 
their places, sycophants and time-servers— 
levies money upon the people, upon authority 
so questionable, that his own Secretary of the 
Treasury believes it to be without and against 
law; and to crown the whole system of mis- 
rule, approves and signs an act of Congvess, 
and deposits in the Departments of State, an 
argument to nullify the most important, and the 
most wholesome of its provisions. 

Fellow Citizens, it was this glaring act of 
double-dealing, that stamped the character of 
the man in my estimation, in letters never to 
be eflaced. That duplicity was his unetadica- 
ble vice, I had long bad reasen to suspect, but 
was extremely reluctant to believe. Long be- 
fore he had been thought of as a candidate for 
the office of Vice President of the United States, 
I had read a letter from the late Henry Lee to 
him, charging him with that pollution of the 
heart in other transactions of bis life, upon tes- 
timony which it was net easy to withstand. I 
had witnessed his wavering, inconsistent, and 
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yet obstinate conduct throughout the whole of} 
his proceedings with his first cabinet, until its 
dissolution—had compared his self-contradictory | 
reasons for his first and second bank vetoes, 
and had noticed the direct issues apon his ve- 
racities, made by the seceding members of the 
Harrison cabinet. 1 knew not all indeed of the | 
mass of irrefragable evidence on that point, 
which has since been disclosed, but it was al- 
ready exposed in such burning light, that I 
could barely keep with him upon terms of such 

rsonal civility, as may be observed with 
political adversaries. whose personal integrity 
is unimpeached. The approval of the appor- 
tionment bill, with the caveat deposited in the 
Department of State against far the most im- 
portant section contained in it, was, in my 
opinion a fraud, which no man of moral hon- 
esty could have committed ; which no sophis- 
try could disguise, and no ingenuity could 
palliate. Tcould have no farther voluntary 
friendly personal intercourse with its author, 
and | deemed it my indispensable duty to ex- 


pose its true character to the House and to the 


country.

Itots true, 
however, that the mechanic spends some time to learn 
his art, and after he has acquired ut, we find although 


itis not chscured by any terms from the dead languages, | 


yet he cannot impart it to others without using terms 
of art, unintelitgible to ihe uninitiated, and applying 
them to use by practice. The technical phrases that 
the speaker alluded to, if we understand their proper 
use, ate notintended to obscure or blind the eyes of

Can you believe that the main reason assigned for 
this veto was, that the bill suspended, or in other 
words, abrogated the provision of the Actof 1833, com- 
monly called the ‘* Compromise Act?’ The provis- 
ion! What provision? no one could tell. The gp- 
eration of the Compromise Act, on the 30th of June, 
was consummated. No man of any party, not Mr. 
Vyler himsel!, dreampt of continuing any longer the 
provisions of the Compromise Act. ‘The last beatifiea- 
tion of the Compromise was a horizontal duty of 20 
per cent advalurem upon all unprivileged articles, with 
home valuation and cash duties. Mr. ‘Tyler himself 
was obliged to give up the horizontal duties, and to 
admit discrimination for incidental protection to our 
domestic industry. Even he was fur extending mercy 
to the manuiecturers What then was there left of 
the Compromise to contend about? Nothing—abso- 
lutely nothing—and yet Mr. Tyler puffed it off in sol- 
emn panegyric, declaring he had always regarded it as 
imposing the bighest mora! obligation ; as if a halo of 
sanctity surrounded it, transcending the obligation of 
any other law, enacted by the same authority. The 
Constitution warrants no such distinction ; and the 
mildest judgment that can be passed on this pretension 
of Mr. Tyler is, that he is under a total misconception 
‘of his official duties as President of the United States. 
Ile well knows that a compromise was a bargain or 
coalition of two sections of this Union against a third ; 
andifhe,as a citizen and Senator of one of the two 
combining parties, was accessory to it, when he be- 
came the President of the whole, he was bound by his. 
oath, and ought to have been by his conscience, to. 
considet the highest of his moral obligations as embra- 
cing the rights and interests of the whole, and not as 
contracted within the limits of the two compromising 
sections. ’ 

In the panegyric upon the Compromise this veto 
says that ‘this salutary law has existed nine years, 
with as general acquiescence, it is believed, of the 
whole country, as that country has ever manifested for 
any of Ler wisely established institutions.” It is be- 
lieved ?—believed by whom? In its origin, all New 
England, the whole manufacturing interest of the North 
protested againstit. Nut one member from Massachu- 
setts, in either House, voted for it. The present Secre- 
tary of State, in the Senate, the present Governor of the 
Commonwealth, in the House, opposed its passage with 
all the force of their powertul minds.

record aremonstrance aguinst it, which will be remem- 
bered when John ‘Tyler will be immortalized by 
nothing but his vetoes. It has, for nine years, been 
generally acquiesced in? Yes. No standard of rebellion 
has been raised against it, from New England. Her 
free laborers, manufacturers, aod mechanics, outraged 
in their rights, and insolently and openly cast out of 
the pale of the Protection of their country, have 
submitted to the authority of Congress. But submis- 
sion 18 not acquiescence. And what has been its op- 
eration over the whole Union? The veto says, 
provides ‘‘ that duties shall be laid for the purpose of 
raising such revenue as may be necessary to an eco- 
nomical administration of the government.” It pro- 
vides? There is a mistake of the word. It asserts 
this veriest truism of political common-place ; but it 
provides no such thing. It provides that the duties 
Jevied under the tariff of 1932, then Larely sufficient to 
defray the then actual expenditures of the Jackson Ad- 
ministration, as profuse in professions of economy as 
Mr. Tyler bimself, should be, in the very year of the 
compromise, and biennially thereafier, nil December, 
1841, and aguin on the 30th of June, 1842, gradually 
reduced to a dead level of 20 per cent. ad valorem, 
never alterto be exceeded—with home valuation and 
cush payments.

From the day when the Compromise Act 
was signed until the day of its consummation, J0th 
June, 1842, a continually increasing deficit in the 
Treasury has absorbed not less than twenty millions of 
the proceeds of the sales of the public lands, eight 
millions of Stock in the Bank of the United States, six 
millions of trust funds, and saddled the nation with a 
debt of at least twenty-five millions—an average de- 
ficit of at least six millions of dollars a vear. 

The principle of this “ salutary law,” was that the 
whole tevenue necessary to an economical admmistra- 
tion of the Government, should be raised by impost 
duties; with the income from the dividends on the 

No part of it was contemplated to be 
raised from the proceeds of the public lands, for, to- 
gether with the Compromise Act, Congress passed an- 
other Act for distributing the proceeds of the land sales 
among the States. President Jackson signed the com- 
promise Act, and pocketed the Land Bill ; and thereby 
violated the principle of the Compromise at the very 
moment of approving and signing the bill. ’ 

The Compromise then was violated at the very mo- 
ment of its enactment. It excluded the proceeds of 
| the land sales from the annual wavs and means of the 
Government, while the same proceeds were by anoth- 
er Act distributed to their owners, the pe ople of the 
separate States—and now Mr. Tyler vetoes the tem-

He says in the Veto—* The existing laws, as I am 
advised, are sufficient to authorize and enable the cot- 
lecting officers, under tho directions of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, to levy the duties imposed by the act 
of 1833.” 

As he was advised! Advised by whom? ‘The 
Secretary of the Treasury, a distinguished lawyer, and 
specially charged with the Department responsible 
for the executive action on this subject, had, many 
months before, warned Congress that it might be weil 
questioned whether without further legislation by Con- 
gress, any duties could lawfully be collected afier 
the thirtieth of June. The great majority of the 
lawyers in both Houses, including Mr. Calhoun, 
one of the authors of the Compromise Act, were 
decidedly of the opinion that no such authority 
existed—not one member of the Honse ventured to 
avow the opinion that it did exist. If it did exist 
at all, it was only by foreed and strained inferences 
and_constructions of the Compromise Act. The ques- 
tion was at Jeast extremely doubtful. 

There is no usurpation by an Exeentive Chief Mag- 
istrate, in modern times, so odious and detestable, ae 
that of levying tuxes upon the people without the au- 
thority of law. It was the precise act of Charles the 
First, which caused the downfal! of his monarchy, and 
brought hima to the block. Charles was net only ad- 
vised by his Attorney General that be had authority 
to levy ship money without act of Parliament, bui eighs 
out of the tweive judges of England decided that he 
had, and imposed a heavy fine upon John Hampden 
for contesting it. Charles had infinitely stronger rea- 
sons for believing that he possessed this power, tham 
Mr. Tyler could have—yet for persevering in the exer- 
cise of that solemnly adjudicated right, he bears the 
brand of a detested tyrant, two hundred years after hig 
death upon the seaffold, and will bear it to the end of 
time. George the Third was not only advised by hig 
Attorney General, but by his Judges and Parliament, 
that they had the right to levy tmpost duties upon tea, 
and pwinters ot] and colors,in the colonies, and that 
belief severed the British Empire in twain, Mr. Ty- 
ler’s confidence in his Attorney General's advice, must 
have rested on the stronger pillar of a siave-bolding 
Supreme Court; and truly, with the recorded reason- 
ing ef its Southern Judges, in the case of the Ante- 
lope, and the more recent case of Prigg rs. the State 
of Pennsylvania, there is as little favor to be expect- 
ed from their decision, when the act of a brother slave- 
bolder President of the United States comes in conflict 
with the first principles of human liberty, as from Cap- 
tain Tyler himself. 

Mr. Tyler, before he sent this veto to the House. had 
already Caused instructions to be given to the Collec 
tors of the Customs, tu continue the collection of du- 
lies twenty per cent.ad valorem afier the 30th of June, 
under regulations by the Secretary of the Treasury. 
The third section of the Compromise Act had pre- 
scribed that, afier the 30th of June, 1342, the duties 
should be assessed upon the home valuation, “ under 
such regulations as may be prescribed by law’’—and the 
sixth section provided that after the 30th of June, 1342, 
certain articles may be admitted to entry, subject to 
such duty, not exceeding twenty per cent. ad valorem, 
as shall be provided tor by law. ‘The Attorney Gener- 
al advised that the home valuation might be assessed 
under regulations, prescribed not by law, bat by the 
Secretary of the Treasury ; and his:easun for it was 
that the words may be, were equivalent to “‘may or 
may not be’ —and when the Seeretary of the ‘Treasu- 
ry reminded him of the words shall be, in the sixth 
section of the act, he replied that they confirmed him 
in his former opinion. "Thts is the paltering with lan- 
guage which Mr Tyler expects will be sanctioned 
by the sotemn decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

A resolution of the House called on the Seeretary 
of the Treasury to inform, whether any such tmstruc- 
tons had been tssued to the Colleetors, and if so, for a 
copy of them, and whether he had changed his opin- 
ion, streagly doubting whether any duties could be 
collected after the SUih of June, and if so, for the rea- 
sons for the change. ‘This call was answered by the 
Secretary, not admitting any change of his own opin- 
ion, but reposting the opmnion of the Attorney General, 
advising the President that the duties authorised by 
the Compromise Act to be assessed under regulations 
which shall be provided for by law, might just as well 
be collected under his authority, without law ; and that 
the instructions to the Collectors, two of which, of 
contradictory import, were annexed to the report, and 
that these instructions were issued in conformity to this 
advice of the Attoravy General. 2 

‘The Secretary's report was referred first to the Cam- 
mittee of Ways and Means, and thente the Commit- 
tee on the Judiciary, the chairman of which, Mr. Pan- 
iel D. Barnard, one of the ablest members of the House, 
reported a review and analysis of the Attorney Gener- 
al’s advice, scattering its arguments to the winds ; and 
the Committee reported a bill to supply the authority 
for a lawful collection of duties, and to legalize, as far 
as the power of Congress itself was competent 
to do so, the collection of duties, which Mr. Tyler had 
presumed to ordain without law. The whole of this 


| transaction was,in my deliberate opinion,so utterly 


lawless, and the assumption, not only of legislative, but 
of the whole taxing power of Congress, so flagrant, that 
I believed it a clear ease for the exercise of the im- 
peacling power of the House of Representatives. But 
it was equally clear that a majority of two tbirds of 
the Senators, prepared to vindicate this outrage upen 
the Consttution, and upon the liberties of the People, 
would be a hopeless expectation; and as the lawful- 
ness of Mr. Tyler's legislative taxation was ultimately 
to be decided by a political, Southern, sectional Su- 
preme Court, there was no better prospect for self-evi- 
dent truths of the Declaration of Independence in that 
quarter, than in the Senate. Impeachment, theretore, 
was de facto out of the question,and the daring practical 
assumption of the legislative and taxing power on the 
first of July, was followed the very next day by the 
letter to the dinner party at Philadelphia, asserting, in 
so many words,that the Constituuon denies to Con- 
gress the right to pass any law without his approrat: 
thereby “imparting to it [the Executive] for wise pur- 
poses, an active agency in all legislation.” 


_ These violent Executive inroads upon the Constitu- 
tion, and imminently dangerous examples, fur tran- 
seen Jing any thing ever attempted or ciaimed by An- 
drew Jackson, compelled me to depart from the pas- 
sive and almost unresisting silence with which L had 
witnessed the overbearing, inconsistent, and arbitrary 
proceedings of Mr. Tyler at the preceding session. 
I felt 1 to be due to myself, to my country, and to the 
cause of freedom, to take my own stand, and to bear 
emphatic testimony, both against his pretensions and 
his practices. 


The deposit, in the Department of State. of the rea-

It was to prostrate the legisia- 
tive power of Congress before the counter legislation 
of separate States; and it prepared for the first meet- 
ing of the twenty-eighth Congress, a conflict between 
the authorifies of the Union and of the States, more 
calculated to rend them asunder, than an» thing that 
has ever bronght them inte collision. 1 moved the 
reference of the deposit reasons to a Seleer Committee, 
which reported a severe review of the deposit reasons, 
and a resolution protesting against this procedure of 
Mr ‘Tyter. Ilis friends in the Louse, well knowing 
that the report and resatution would, if discussed, have 
been adopted by the Teuse, contrived to dodge the 
consideration of the report, by objections which could 
be overruled only by majorities of two-thirds.

REV. JOUN GREGORY'S LECTURE. 

The second lecture before the Union Lyceum of 
Weymouth and Braintree, was given on Monday eve- 
ning, by the Rev. Jolin Gregory of Quincy. Sutfect— 
The Improvement of the Laboring Classes. This was 
an interesiing and well delivered lecture. 
er first spoke of the degradation of the laborer in times 
past, in some of the countries of Europe, where the 

easant, as a mere serf or bondmen, was transferred 
with the soil upon which he worked, as ecfien as the 
estate passed fiom the hands of one baronial lord to 
another. 

From that time to the present, the condition of the 
Jaboring man has been steadily improving. In our 
own couuitry, we are all emphatically laboring men— 
such being the rature of our institutions that hate are 
no privileged classes; and wealth ts very seldom ac- 
cumulated in one person or family so as to. enable 
him to set himself above his fellows, and withdraw 
himself from the active business of life—or, if he does, 
he will soon reap the bitter consequence of his own 
folly. 

The lecturer dwelt upon the utter absurdity of those 
factitious distinctions in society which depend merely 
upon wealih or station. In our republican institutions 
particularly there ought to be no distinctions, but those 
which arise from honest worth and excellence of char- 
acter. Every man—whatever his vocation— what ver 
his wealth or poverty—ought to be measured by his 
moral and intellectual qualities alone, and assume that 
rank in society to which they entitle him, rrrespective 
of outward circumstances. He urged the laboring man 
to be true to himself—to be and 
high-minded in his calling—to use every opportunity 
to promote his own mental and moral improvement ; 
and the examples of Franklin, Falton,and others, would 
assure him that the highest rank in society might be 


obtained. ~—

The Governor, offended at this 
answer, commanded him to sacrifice to the gods, 
adding, at the same time, that by so doing he 
would gain his favor. To this Tarachus re- 
plied, that to be a follower of Christ was the 
only honor that he desired in this world ; and, 
so far from coveting the condition of such as he, 
he considered him rather an object of pity, in- 
asmuch as he was a worshipper of dumb idols, 
and was Geceived and led astray by the devil. 
For this boldness of speech his jaws were com- 
manded to be broken, and he was thrown into 
prison, to await the trial of the other prisoners. 

Probus was next brought before Maximus, 
who, as usual, asked his name. To this he 
replied, * The most noble name that I can 
boast of is that of Christian.” © That nanie 
will be of little service to you,” said Maximus; 
“be therefore guided by me.” “ Sacrifice to 
the gods; engage my friendship, and the favor 
of the emperor.” Probus nobly answered, as 
he had already sacrificed much for the name of 
Christian, it might appear evident that he 
neither cared for his friendship, or the favor of 
the emperor. He was then severely scourged; 
and Demetrius, observing how the blood flowed, 
exhorted him to relinquish his profession of 
Christ; but Probus answered, that nothing 
gave him greater pleasure than to be found 
worthy to suffer for Christ's sake. “ What,” 
said Maximus, “ does the madman sti! | persist 
in his resolution?” To this he answered, 
* The term madman is illy applied to a disciple 
of Jesus.” He was then again scourged, load- 
ed with chains, and consigned to prison. 


Andronicus was next brought forth; an/,’ 


being asked who he was, replied, “lama 
Christian ; a native of Ephesus, and descended 
from one of the noblest families in that city.” 
He was ordered to undergo a_ similar punish- 
ment to that of Tarachus ard Probus, and was 
then remanded to prison. 

Having been confined some days, they were 
brought again before Maximus, who at first be- 
gan to reason with them; but, finding them 
still steadfast, he caused them to be tortured 
in various ways—after which, he again inquir- 


ed of them, whether they would not relinquish | 


their faith, and sacrifice to the gods. “1 come 
better prepared,” replied Probus, * than before; 
for what | have suffered has only strengthened 
me in my resolution. Employ your whole 
power upon me; and you shall find that neither 
you, nor your master the emperor, or the gods 
whom ye serve, nor even the devil, whois your 
father, shall compel me to worship idols.” The 
Governor, however, again attempted to reason 
with him ; extolled, in the most extravagant 
manner, the gods whom they served ; to whom 
Probus replied, “ Shall I pay divine honors to 


Jupiter, to one who married his own sister; to| 


an infamous debauchee, as he is acknowledged 
to have been, even by your own poets.” Pro- 
voked at this, the Governor ordered him to be

For this answer he was most cruelly scourged, 
land his wounds rubbed with salt, after which he 
|was again consigned to prison. A few days 
after, they were brought out fora third exam- 
j ination, and finding that they still retained their 
j constancy, they were first severely tortured, and 
then consigned tothe ampitheatre, to be torn in 
|pieces by wild animals. Several beasts were 
|accordingly let loose upon them, but neither of 
them, though hungry, would touch them. A 
large bear was next brought out that had torn 
three persons the same day, but this creature 
and a fierce lioness, also refused to touch them. 
Finding this means of destroying them ineffec- 
tual, Maximus ordered them to be slain with a 
sword, which was accordingly done, on the 
‘llth day of Oct. A. D. 303. 


Interrosit‘on. An English paper says that 
a woman was hanged, having been condemned 
for felony, as related by a medical gentleman. 
The body was delivered over for an anatomical 
lecture to a doctor of physic ; he bled her, put 
ber to bed to a warm woman, and with spirits 
and other means, restored her to life. He was 
induced to make this experiment as the time of 
her suspension was only about half an hour. 
What was most remarkable, and distinguished 
the hand of Providence in her recovery, was 
that subsequently she proved to be innocent of 
the crime for which she suffered. Some young 
scholars joined in subscription for her portion, 
and married her toa man by whom she had 
several children. Her life was thus extended 
for fifteen years. 


Tue Fate or Kines. In looking over the 
records of the Roman Empire, from the reign 
of Seqerus to that of Claudius II, a period of 
sixty years, it is discovered that fourteen 
Caesars had reigned in succession, every one of 
whom was murdered. Of the nineteen that 
preceded Severus, ten met with violent deaths, 
and of the twenty-six that followed Claudius, to 
the division of the Empire, a period of a little 
more than a hundred years, all died either by 
suicide, poison, or assassination. ‘There were 
sixty-four Emperors after Julius Casar, forty- 
five of wh®m were monsters of crime and in- 
iquity. Whatacomment uponthe danger of 
possessing undue power.

Town Hall, in Quincy, of persons favorably disposed 
towards the abolition of American Slavery, for the 
purpose of organizing a Society. Jt was called to or- 
der by Mr. Albert Pratt, when Mr. John A. Green 
was chosen Chairman, and Justin Spear, Esq appoint- 
ed Secretary ; afier which Rev, Mr. Allen offereda 
preyer. 

It was then voted to form a Society, auxiliary to the 
Massachusetts Abolition Societv. A Preamble and 
Constitution, which is annexed, was then submitted, 
debated, amended, and unanimons!y adopted. It was 
afierwards signed ; when a Committee was chosen, 
consisting of Capt. John Hardwick, Mr Albert Pratt, 
Rev. William Allen, to select asuitable Jistof Officers, 
as provided by the Constitution.

ture, detention, or return of such tugitive from oppres- 
sion, without being guilty of a flagiant violation of his 
daty to God and his fellowmen.

HORRIBLE MUTINY. 


The United States Brig Somers, mounting ten guns, | 
Alexander Sidell McKenzie commander, arrived at 
New York on Wednesday of last week, fromthe Coast 
of Africa, where she had been cruising for some} 
amonths, to protect American merchant vessels from 
the interropuon of British cruisers searching for slaves. 
The Somers lefi Liberia on the eleventh of November, 
and touched at Saint Thomas on her voyage hither. 
She left Saint Thomas on the fifth of December, and 
on that day the Captain observed disorderly movements 
among the crew, wirich excited his suspicions of in- 
iended mutiny. He saw nothing definite. fiowever, 
or sufficient to warrant the arrestofany. He content- | 
ed himself, therefore, with ordering all his oflicers to 
wear their side arms, and proceeded on his voyage. | 

They had been out but two days when some of the | 
crew informed him of the existence of a plot on board, | 
which was immediately to be put into execution. The | 
plan was to murder the Captain. the higher officers, and | 
all others who would not join them—to scize the vessel | 
and convert her into a pirate ship. She is one of the | 
swifiest sailers in the service: and it was thus supposed | 
that she would be most completely fitted for the pur- | 

oses to-which they designed she should be applied. | 
They intended first io watch for some one of the Liv- | 
erpoo!l packets— expected to bring out a large quantity | 
of specie—to seize upon and plunder her, and then | 
sail for some remote portion of the sea. This infor- 
mation was given to the Captain by one of those who 
had been originally engaged in the plot, but had sub- 
sequently repenied and betrayed their murderous | 
designs. |
